TIGER TONGUE MONEY OF LAOS 
Asiatic Serice 

These unusual bar coins were used 
by the Laos inhabiting the Mekong 
river valley near what is now Siam. 
It is impossible to date these coins 
but people in remote sections still 
treasure the few pieces which they 
find and occasionally use them for 
barter. 

All of the pleces illustrated are of 
silver except the small coin resem- 
bling a canoe which is of copper. Since 
all of these coins were used by people 
who lived along the Mekong river, 
which is so rapid that it could only 
be traveled by means of the native 
dugout canoe, it may be that the 
coinage originally was shaped like 
boats and later became more conven- 
tional, like the silver pleces shown.
